Investigators with the

An inquest into the two- 
car crash on Boxing Day 
2009 that claimed the life of 
the Fort Erie teenager heard 
in Welland court Thursday 
that 14 minutes elapsed 
between the time paramed¬ 
ics arrived at the Highway 3 
crash and the time she was 
loaded into an ambulance. 

From there, she lay on a 
stretcher in the back of the 
vehicle for 16 minutes before 
it set out for Welland County 
General Hospital.

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Public engagement helps with decisions, says Steckley

Although Shular was 
unable to attend Hill's 
forum at the Fort Erie 
Public Library's Crystal 
Ridge branch last 
Thursday, he has heard it 
was conducted in a "pro¬ 
fessional" manner, which 
he says is the only way a 
meeting like this can be 
effective. 

"Anything like that, it's 
what you need to do," said 
Shular, who would like to 
hear feedback on whether 
or not residents would like 
him to schedule a meeting 
in the near future. 

Ward 1 Coun. Stephen 
Passero is satisfied with 
the method of having reg¬ 
ular conversation with 


individuals through phone 
calls, emails and one-on- 
one conversations, saying 
that he hasn't heard any 
complaints from residents 
that he hasn't made him¬ 
self available. 

"I try to do the best I can 
to communicate with my 
constituents on a daily 
basis," said Passero. 

But if the people would 
like him to hold a meeting 
like the one hosted by Hill 
last week, he would be all 
for it. 

"In my opinion, I haven't 
heard otherwise... but if 
the demand was there, I 
would absolutely consider 
it," he said. 

He did say that if there 
were multiple issues in his 
ward receiving a lot of 
attention from the public 
at the same time, that 
would be a favourable time 
to welcome questions in 
an open forum. 

But for now, he will con¬ 
tinue with the course he 
has been on since being 
elected last October. 


"At this point in time, I'm 
comfortable with how I've 
been doing things," said 
Passero. 

Ward 3 Coun. Bob 
Steckley said he would 
gladly hold a public meet¬ 
ing to discuss local issues, 
especially with so much to 
consider in the near future 
like the future of the 
Kinsmen Pool, the 
Canadian Motor Speedway 
and the Town of Fort Erie's 
2012 budget. 

Although matters in his 
area are of high impor¬ 
tance, he says the discus¬ 
sion shouldn't be limited 
to just Ward 3... but all of 
Greater Fort Erie. 

"It's important to find 
out how people feel about 
other issues," said 
Steckley. 

But overall, he welcomes 
the idea. 

"Anytime you can engage 
the public, it's going to 
help the decision-making 
process." 

Ward 6 Coun. Paul 
Collard said he wouldn't

hesitate to welcome resi¬ 
dents into a question and 
answer period in a public 
setting. 

He expects to hold one 
in early 2012, somewhere 
around when it is antici¬ 
pated the Stevensville 
neighbourhood plan will 
be brought before council. 

Collard says Hill's meet¬ 
ing is an ideal way to com¬ 
municate with the people. 


"I think it's a great idea," 
he said. 

But the Stevensville rep¬ 
resentative says discussion 
shouldn't just be specific 
to Ward 6, but include 
many other Issues around 
Greater Fort Erie. 

"I think we should touch 
on everything we talk 
about," said Collard. 

Mayor Doug Martin has 
no issue with councillors 
holding public meetings, 
as he held one back in the 
1980s when he was first 
elected to council. 

As the mayor, he doesn't 
find it necessary to hold 
one, because that's what 
Monday night meetings at 
the chambers are for. 

"It would be more advan¬ 
tageous for councillors to 
do this," he said. 

The mayor also feels 
there should be a fair bal¬ 
ance of people at these 
forums to keep the conver¬ 
sation objective and with a 
hearty debate. 

"You have to make sure 
it’s a good cross-section of 


people... not just your sup¬ 
porters and not just your 
enemies," said Martin. 

Ward 5 Coun. Don 
Lubberts agrees it was a 
good idea for Hill to hold 
the meeting, but it was his 
own prerogative to do so. 

"It's a decision the coun¬ 
cillor would have to make," 
said Lubberts. 

But at the same time, 
local politicians like 
Lubberts, do have regular 
dialogue with the people 
and he says that has been 
effective up until this 
point. He believes there is 
no reason to make these 
question and answer peri¬ 
ods mandatory. 

"People call you any¬ 
way," he said.

Motorist purposely strikes

The vehicle then travelled 
approximately 150 metres 
along Ridge Road with the 
cyclist first on the hood, 
then on the roof of the auto¬ 
mobile. 


The cyclist was then 
thrown off the vehicle when 
the driver applied the 
brakes. Fortunately, the 
cyclist sustained only minor 
injuries. 

He was treated and 
released by Emergency 
Medical Services personnel 
at the scene. 

The driver of the vehicle 
is a young person and under 
the provision of the Youth 
Criminal Justice Act cannot 


be named. 

The young male has been 
charged with one count 
each of assault with a weap¬ 
on, dangerous driving and 
breach of probation.
